WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 


Creighton W. Abrams and Gen. 
John D. Lavelle have told con- 
flicting accounts of the circum- 
stances surrounding air strikes 
ordered against North Vietnam, 
says the chairman of a Senate 
committee which has ques- 
tioned both behind closed doors. 


Armed Service Committee 


Chairman John Stennis said the 
conflict "concerns the knowl- 
edge and extent of knowledge 
each had about those raids." 


"I'm not surprised, but it's 


inconclusive yet," Stennis said 
after the third day of the hear- 
ing Wednesday as details of the 
testimony continued to emerge 
piecemeal. 


Sen. Peter Domnick, R-Colo., 


said Abrams was unaware of 
the exact character of 28 raids 
ordered by Lavelle last winter 


nd spring before President 
. . J«>n renewed heavy bombing 
of North Vietnam. 


Abrams himself had nothing 


to say to reporters as he strode 
briskly from the committee ses- 
sion after four hours' inter- 
rogation and explanation. His 
nomination as Army chief of 
staff has been held up for this 
inquiry. 


"Whathe (Abrams) said was 


that, of course, he knew of the 
raids, but didn't know they 
were conducted outside the 
rules of engagement," Domin- 


ick said. 


As to whether Abrams or oth- 


ers above Lavelle knew of the 
circumstances, Dominick 
said, "nobody had the foggiest 
idea the strikes were outside 
the rules." 


Sen. William Saxbe, R-Ohio, 


addressed the war-rules ques- 
tion involving the 28 protective- 
reaction raids ordered by La- 
velle before he was relieved of 
his 7th Air Force command. 


Air-war rules, Saxbe said, 


permitted retaliatory "protec- 
tive-reaction" strikes, if a MIG 
fighter was in the air south of, 
the 19th Parallel, if the U.S. re-C 
connaissance 
aircraft 
was 


being fired at, or if the radar 
guiding antiaircraft missiles 
was focused on (he enemy air- 
craft. 


However, Saxbe said, Lavelle 


added to these rules, saying 
that pilots could strike also if a 
general sort of sky-scanning ra- 
dar called GCI, for ground-con- 
trolled intercept, was turned on 
at the time. 


The senator quoted Lavelle 


as saying, "I interpreted the 
rules this way and I thought ev- 
erybody did." 


Referring to what Abrams 


may have known about the 
strikes and his frequent con- 
sultations with his subordinate, 
Saxbe said, "they did not know 
they disagreed." 


Bill to slash funds for VN 
conflict doomed to failure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


proposal to cut off U.S. money 
for the Indochina war in four 
months appeared beaded for 
certain defeat today in House 
action on a $74.64>Ulion defense 
bill.Other amendments to the big- 
gest military money bill since 
World War 0 included one to 
override the House Appropria- 
tions Committee and let the 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
turn over GIs' KP duty to civil- 
ians. 
"This iray be the last chance 


of this Congress to speak out 
and end the war," said Rep. 
Joseph P. Addabbo, D-N.Y., au- 
thor of the end-the-war amend- 
ment, in the opening debate 


Wednesday. "The loss of one 
more life cannot be Justified." 


But Addabbo acknowledge off 


the floor that his amendment, 
identical to the one being 
pressed by Sen. Edward 
Brooke, R-Mass., had almost no 
chance of approval in the 
House. 


It would cut off all money ex- 


cept the amount needed to 
withdraw U.S. forces from the 
Indochina war in four months if 
Hanoi released American pris- 
oners and gave an accounting 
of missing GIs. 


The House on Aug. 10 re- 


jected an amendment setting 
an Oct. 1 troop-withdrawal 
deadline. The 228-178 vote 
showed that the House cannot 


muster the votes for a policy 
stand against the war, much 
less the votes to cut off money 


In his opening statement, Ap- 


propriations Chairman George 
H. Mahon, D-Tex., described 
the bill as "the largest money 
bill that has ever been present- 
ed to any legislative body in 
the history of the world." 


Defense bills in the House to- 


taled $101 billion at the height 
of World War n but were split 
into separate War Department 
and Navy Department meas- 
ures. 


The $74.6 billion for the fiscal 


year starting last July 1 is $4.3 
billion below President Nixon's 
request and $1.8 billion above 
last year's figure.

Bunker-to-bunker action 
reported at the Citadel 


SAIGON (AP) — South Mid 


North Vietnamese forces were 
locked in savage, bunker-to- 
bunker combat at Quang Tri to- 
day, field reports said. It was 
the third straight day of heavy 
fighting there. 


South Vietnamese marines 


have made no progress since 
Tuesday when a company of 
about 200 men fought their way 
into the southeastern corner of 
the 19th century Citadel 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Holger Jensen, reporting 
from the front, estimated the 
South Vietnamese held only 
about two acres of the 50-acre 
fortress. 


Lt. Col. Do Viet, a spokesman 


for the Saigon command, said 
marine reinforcements got into 
the Citadel, but field reports 
said these were replacements 
for casualties. There were no 
indications the North Vietnam- 
ese were able to get reinforce- 
ments into the Citadel. 


Officers told Jensen nearly 


700 North Vietnamese troops 
had been killed in fighting in 
and around the Citadel during 
the past five days. The South 
Vietnamese were said to be los- 
ing about 25 men killed and 125 
wounded each day. 


The South Vietnamese had 


anticipated clearing out the 
Citadel by the weekend, but it 
now appears it will take much 
longer. Tropical storm Flossie 
is due in the Quang Tri area 
over the weekend, and is ex- 


v.pected to curtaJJ'American air 


strikes. 


Nearly 50 U.S. B52 bombers 


struck on both sides of the de- 
militarized zone in support of 
the South Vietnamese at Quang 
Tri. 


The eight-jet Stratofortreases 


hit at North Vietnamese supply 
dumps and troop positions at 
points ranging from near the 
port of Dong Hoi to within one 
mile of Quang Tri, dropping 
more than 1,100 tons of ex- 
plosives. 


U.S. fighter-bombers pounded 


rail lines and supply depots be- 
tween Hanoi and the Chinese 
border for the fourth successive 
day Wednesday, including one 
of the main distribution points 
for war materials moving south 
from China, the US. Command 
reported. 


The command also an- 


nounced the loss of a Navy A7 
during more than 310 air 
strikes throughout North Viet- 
nam Wednesday. The Jet was 
hit by antiaircraft artillery fire 
80 mites north of the DMZ. The 
pilot balled out and was res- 
cued. 


It was the 94th American 


plane the Command has report- 
ed lost over the North since the 
resumption of full-scale bomb- 
ing April 6. 


U.S. Air Force pilots reported 


they destroyed or damaged half 
a dosen barracks and support 
buildings in the major raid of 
the day against the Hau Lan 
storage and barracks complex 
40 mites north of Hanoi. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed that South 
Vietnamese 


bombers attacked an enemy 
troop, tank and truck concen- 
tration southeast of the Saigon- 
Phnom Penh highway near the 
Cambodian town of Kompong 
Trabek, about 80 miles west of 
Saigon. A communique claimed 
that 80 enemy troops were 
killed, five tanks and 22 trucks 
were destroyed and six trucks 
were damaged. 


.Earlier, the Camoodian com- 


mand claimed that American 
planes knocked out 35 enemy 
tanks in the same region. The 
U.S. Command said it had no 
such report.

A grenade tossed into a wake 


near the provincial capital of 
Cheo Reo, in the central high- 
lands, killed five mourners and 
wounded four. Gunners fired 
three mortar rounds into a fer- 
ry station 20 miles south of Da 
Nang, killing five civilians and 
wounding 14.

The Chinese do have a way

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills says he hopes 
to steer through the House next 
year a major tax-reform bill, 
probably including substantial 
revision of the capital-gains 
tax. 


The Arkansas Democrat, 


chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, also 
hopes for House passage next 
year of a national health-insur- 
ance bill and one on foreign 
trade. 


But he said that if the Senate 


again fails to agree on a wel- 
fare-reform measure "I cannot 
ask the House to go up that 
mountain a third time." 


In the last Congress the 


House passed a reform bill 
along lines proposed by Presi- 
dent Nixon, only to see it die in 
the Senate. The House last year 
passed a similar bill which is 
still bogged down in the Senate 
Finance Committee as adjourn- 
ment of the present Congress 
approaches. 


Mills discussed the outlook in 


an interview as his committee 
began a series of executive ses- 
sions to trim its agenda for the 
remainder of the present Con- 
gress, which hopes to adjourn 
by about Oct. 14. 


The only remaS"iT£ major 


piece of legislation assured of 


committee action is an increase 
in the national-debt ceiling, on 
which hearings begin Monday. 
The committee also may act on 
tax credits for parents of chil- 
dren in nonpublic schools, but 
chances of final passage of 
such legislation at this session 
are slender. 


Mills indicated he cannot sup- 


port Democratic presidential 
candidate George McGovern's 
proposal to phase out the pref- 
erential tax treatment of capi- 
tal gains in three years. Gener- 
ally speaking, such gains are 
taxed at half the rate of ordina- 
ry income. 


With a caution that "I am 


anly thinking out loud," Mills 
said he is interested in propos- 
als to establish a graduated 
scale for taxing the increased 
value of assets, so that those 
held longest would carry the 
lowest rate. The minimum peri- 
od for which an asset must be 
held before the profit on its 
sale is taxed as a capital gain 
should be longer than the 
present six months, he said. 


Mills indicated agreement 


with Nixon that federal action 
is needed to relieve property 
taxation and enhance equality 
of educational opportunity be- 
tween rich and poor states, as 
well as districts within states.

McGovern must make up, is 
how valuable this sort of cam- 
paigning is compared with last 
week's schedule of lower-keyed 
events aimed largely at produc- 
ing television coverage. 


Though Kennedy is credited 


with much of the added en- 
thusiasm surrounding the 
McGovern campaign this week, 
the cheers for the South Dakota 
senator have been consistently 
louder and more sustained than 
those for his Massachusetts col- 
league. 


While Kennedy's rhythmic 


cadences have been more

than

McGovern manner, the Demo- 
cratic nominee displayed more 
oomph than usual as he recited 
his now-familiar litany— the 
vow to bring all U.S. troops and 
prisoners home from Vietnam, 
to "never again" commit them 
to defend a dictatorship and the 
scorn of the Republican slogan 
of "four more years." 


One immediate dividend of 


the trip with Kennedy was re- 
newed backing for McGovern 
from old-line party leaders in 
Chicago, Pittsburgh, and Phila- 
delphia.

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command today reported 16 
American casualties in Viet- 
nam last week, including one 
man killed in action, four dead 
from nonhostile causes, three 
missing or captured and eight 
wounded. 


It was one of the lowest U.S. 


casualty counts since the North 
Vietnamese offensive began 
five and a half months ago. 


However, reported 
South 


Vietnamese casualties were the 
highest in a month, and the Sai- 
gon command claimed the big- 
gest enemy death toll since 
mid-June. 


It reported 3,449 North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong killed 
and 99 captured last week, 
while government losses were 
put at 638 men killed, 2,204 
wounded and 97 missing. 


The allied commands now 


have reported these total casu- 
alties for the war: 


American-45,857 killed in ac- 


tion, 303,380 wounded, 1Q.2M 
dead from nonhostile causes, 1,- 
785 missing.

Women barred 
from roles in 
church by Pope 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - 


Pope Paul VI barred women to- 
day from even the smallest for- 
mal role in the ministry of the 
Roman Catholic Church. He 
also restated celibacy rules for 
deacons and priests. 


In a motu proprio—a decree 


by his own hand—the Pope ex- 
tended the lower church minis- 
tries of Bible reading and altar 
service to lay Catholics pro- 
vided they are men. 


"In accordance with the ven- 


erable tradition of the Church, 
installation in the ministries of 
lector and acolyte is reserved 
to men," the 74-year-old pontiff 
declared. 


The ruling does not actually 


prohibit women from Bible 
reading or from performing 
some altar services, but it bars 
them from formal investiture 
by a bishop to do so. 


The ban was a setback to 


many in the Church, from car- 
dinals to nuns, who had called 
for a role for women among 
Church "ministers" in keeping 
with the modern principle of 
equality of sexes. 


The Pope said he made the 


decision after "having taken 
into account the views" of bish- 
ops around the world. However, 
he has not implemented a rec- 
ommendation by the 1971 Synod 
of Bishops which urged the 
Vatican to set up a special 
commission to seek ways to en- 


hance the role of women in the 
church and in society at large. 


By his decree, the Pope de- 


nied Catholic women formal 
ministerial recognition of what 
they have been doing since the 
1962-65 Ecumenical Council. 


The decree radically revised 


the "minor and major orders," 
the traditional stages by which 
candidates were prepared for 
priesthood. 


Saying he was removing 


"what is obsolete.," the pontiff 
dropped the orders of porter, 
exorcist and subdeacon. 
, He. retamedjaph^thase^pf lec- 
tor and acolyte, and called 
them "ministries" rather than 
"minor orders." This was to in- 
dicate they also were being ex- 
tended to laymen who did not 
intend to become members of 
the clergy as deacons or priests 
in the future. He also abolished 
the tonsure—the custom of 
shaving 
the 
crown of 
the 


head—for lectors and acolytes. 


Lay lectors were given the 


functions of reading the Bible— 
except for the Gospel—and di- 
rect singing 
during mass. 


Acolytes are to assist priests at 
the altar and even give Com- 
munion to help the priest with 
large crowds or when priests 
and deacons are not available.! 


In recent years many bishops 


have allowed nuns to give Com- 
munion when there were no 
priests available. 


Hopalong Cassidy: 


Movie cowboy hero Is dead of 77 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — "I'm 


not the man people remember 
as Hopalong Cassidy," actor 
William Boyd often said in 
turning down interviews after 
bouts with cancer and Park- 
inson's disease. "They'd be 
shocked at the difference." 


Boyd, who achieved inter- 


national fame as the silver- 
haired Hoppy in 92 motion pic- 
ture and television films, died 
Tuesday night, a few months 
after he entered a South La- 
gun a Beach, Calif., hospital. 


He was 77. 
Complications from Park- 


inson's disease and congestive 
heart failure were reported as 
the immediate cause of death. 


Funeral services, which were 


expected to be private, were 
being arranged. 


Boyd, who became interested 


in children, preached the home- 
ly virtues to them. 


"The 
way I figure it," he 


said, "if it weren't for the kids 
I'd be a bum today. They're the 
ones who've made my success 
possible. They're the ones that 
should benefit from it." 


Boyd donated part of his for- 


tune to children's hospitals and 


homes. He founded a club 
called Hoppy's troopers that 
had an idealistic Code of con- 
duct. 


High ethics were a part of 


the Hopalong Cassidy charac- 
terization, which tan for 25 
years in movies and on tele- 
vision and radio. 


Hopalong pursued bad guys 


relentlessly, but he tried to 
bring them back alive. If 
forced into a showdown, he let 
the villain draw first. Smoking, 
drinking, swearing or romantic 
involvement were taboo for 
Hoppy." 


But in the early 90's his name 


became linked with gambling 
and scandal. His career seemed 


doomed until a Paramount pro- 
ducer offered him a role in 
what became the Hopalong 


Cassidy series. 


Boyd retired in 1IW.

Auto dealer refuses to sell 
subcompacts despite profit 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


An automobile dealer, Dewey 
Ray of Big Spring, Tex., re- 
fuses to sell subcompact cars, 
despite the profit motive. He 
believes the popular little cars 
are unsafe. 


"All of us have to live with 


our own consciences," Ray 
says, "It's a car I don't want 
the responsibility of putting any 
of my friends or any of their 
children in." 


Ray has a Chrysler Motors 


Corp. agency in Big Spring, 
selling Chryslers, Imperials, 
Dodgii arid PtjUnonths—but not 
Dodge's Colt or Plymouth's 
Cricket, the subcompacts. 


He has concluded after a re- 


view of an Insurance Institute 
study and a viewing of films 
testing the cars that they pose 
an extraordinary danger to 
driver and passengers in colli- 
sions with standard-sized autos, 
Ray said in an interview while 
on a business trip to Little 
Rock. 


"In a head-on impact be- 


tween a Colt and a Plymouth 
Fury at 40 or SO miles an 
hours, for example, it appeared 
to me from actual films that a 
person driving the Fury could 
nave opened the door and 
walked away," he said. 


"But 
U appeared the entire 


front end of the Colt moved into 
the front seat, and I don't see 
how anyone could have walked 
away from it alive.!' 


His condemnation of subcom- 


pact cars is not confined to 
Chrysler products. He believes 
that equally unsafe are other 
autos weighing in the sub- 
company range of 1,600 to 2,000 
pounds, including Ford's Pinto, 
Chevrolet's Vega, the Toyota 
and the Datsun. 


"I think the thing that has 


surprised Chrysler Motors so 
much is that they can't per- 
suade me that the amount of 
money I can make on those 
cars should be a compelling 
factor for me to sell them," say 
Ray, 48, married and the father 
of five children. 


He said Chrysler officials had 


tried to persuade him with the 
argument that "after all, I'm in 
the business to make money." 


He said also that "when you 


compare the going price in 
many cases for subcompacts 
with the discount price of an 
American car or compact, I 
feel a man gets a lot more and 
certainly a lot more safety for 


his money." 


Ray said his inquiry into the 


safety of subcompacts sprang 
from "moral" origins. 


"All I want to do is give the 


men in my area a fair chance 
to judge for himself," he said. 
"Let him balance the safety of 
the car against the price of the 
car."

the past year people built their 
savings, reduced their debts, 
found more jobs. They bought 
new homes at a near-record 
rate. Their incomes rose in real 
dollars. 


The latest Survey of Current 


Business published by toe Com- 
merce Department states that 
total personal income rose 
nearly 7 per cent from 1970 to 
1971 while the rate of consumer 
prices rose 3* per cent. 


In every region and state and 


in the District of Columbia, it 
said, personal income gains ex- 
ceeded the increase in con- 
sumer prices "at least moder- 
ately, so that real purchasing 
power of consumers increased 
in all areas." 


Since then, the inflation rate 


has slowly receded, but in the 
period from November 1971 to" 
July 1972 the increases in per- 
sonal income, based on official 
figures, averaged more than 
last year — 9.5 per cent at an 
annual rate.

Dr. Lawrence f. Lamb 
Don't let machine 
be a shocker 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I recent- 


ly read your column about 
the reducing machine Relax- 
acisor. I have a transistor- 
ized Relaxacisor. Are they 
dangerous, too? My husband 
says that certain types of 
things store up electricity. 
If we turn it in where would 
we do this and is there any 
chance of getting our money 
back on this type of device? 


Dear Reader — The elec- 


trical devices that produce 
contractions of the stomach 
muscles create a problem by 
introducing an electrical cur- 
rent into the body. It is the 
electrical current itself that 
stimulates the muscles to 
contract. The problem with 
attaching these to the ab- 
dominal muscle is that the 
heart itself rests just at the 
bottom of the rib cage near 


the pit of the stomach. 


The danger is that the elec- 


trical current will pass to the 
heart and literally cause 
electrocution. It doesn't mat- 
ter whether the electrical 
current that is applied to the 
muscles of the body is pro- 
vided through the electrical 
current from a wall socket or 
whether it is from a tran- 
sistorized or battery model. 
Any of the electrical devices 
that use electricity to stimu- 
late muscle contractions are 
dangerous. These are the 
ones that the Federal Trade 
Commission has asked to be 
discarded and have denied 
the right for their continued 
marketing. 


This, incidentally, is not 


the same thing as a vibrator. 
A vibrator produces stimula- 
tions solely by mechanical 
effort. It does not introduce 


electrical current into the 
body. Vibrators also don't 
do much for reducing a per- 
son's excess fat either. So. 
specifically, the answer to 
your question is that the 
t r a n s i s t o r i z e d Relaxa- 
cisor that you have is dan- 
gerous and should not be 
used. 


Regarding w h e r e you 


could turn it in to get your 
money back, I would suggest 
that you go back to where- 
ever you bought it. Since the 
Federal Trade Commission 
has ruled against these items 
being marketed perhaps they 
would be willing to refund 
your money or part of it, but 
I really can't say about that.

My nose lining 
is always dry and I have had 


a post-nasal drip for years.

Dear Header — Many peo- 


ple are plagued by dry lin- 
ings of the nose, particularly 
as they get older. The dry 
irritated feelings leads them 
to pick their nose. This some- 
times causes bleeding. I sus- 
pect this is why your doctor 
r e c o m m e n d e d the cold 
cream. Any good lubricant 
can be used inside the end 
of the nose to prevent dry- 
ness. Vaseline would be all 
right. Avoid oily drops that 
might run back into the nas- 
al passages or sinuses or be 
inhaled into the lungs.
